Dear 1.C.: The average weight of rocks on the 
Earth’s surface is about 150 to 160 pounds per 
cubic foot. With the exception of a few metallic 
ores, none ‘of the rocks weighs more than 200 
pounds per cubic foot. Since it has been deter- 
mined that the entire earth averages about 345 
pounds per cubic foot, the central core of the 
world must be composed of material weighing 
much more than 345 pounds per cubic foot. The- 
ories that the core is mainly iron or nickel are 
based on probable densities and also upon the 
fact that meteors, which may have originated in 
the same manner as the Earth, are largely com- 
posed of iron.
